Area Merchant Misses

Have you noticed the red 
and white “S.O.S.” but¬ 
tons that are popping up all 
around town, pinned to the 
collars of our local citizens? 

These buttons mean “Save 
Our Squeak,” a slogan coined 
by John Gregory, great- 
granson of the city’s founder, 
Nathaniel Carter. 

Some of the newcomers 
in Sierra Madre may not know 
what the “Squeak” is. This 
is an affectionate name that 
oldtimers have called our 
local newspaper for years. 
It has been known as the 
paper that made a small 
noise, hence the name. 

Two weeks ago there was 
an overflow crowd at the 
News office when the first 
noise came from the Squeak 
indicating a need for help. 
No one in particular was in¬ 
vited but the crowd grew and 
ideas began to form. 

Citizens became concerned 


because we know that our 
paper is the lifeline to our 
town. 

We have formed an 
“S.O.S.” committee which 
has been very busy the last 
two weeks, trying to solve the 
problem. 

The Kiwanians showed 
support at their luncheon 
meetitig last week when we 
talked to them about the 
problems. The Historical So¬ 
ciety, Woman’s Club, Hos¬ 
pital Auxiliary, Civic Club, 
and Rose Float Association 
are among those voicing 
their concern. 

And there was a public 
meeting held last week at the 
Woman’s Club house where 
the public heard the problem 
and made suggestions. One of 
the ideas was to put an ad 
in the paper to show our sup¬ 
port. People contributing to 
this fund were each given an 
“S.O.S.” button to wear. 

The feeling is very strong 
among the citizens that this 


paper is the lifeline of our 
town and we must do every¬ 
thing we can to save it. We 
are not talking about saving 
someone’s business for an 
individual owner, but we are 
talking about saving our his¬ 
tory. 

Our newspaper is the best 
source of recording the his¬ 
tory of the town that we 
have. The record of events 
that appear in the paper are 
important enough for the lib¬ 
rary to have all the papers of 
the past put on microfilm f^or 
future historical records and 
research. 

This committee is working 
very hard to save our paper 
because we all feel that the 
local paper is the most im¬ 
portant means of communi¬ 
cation we have.

At the Chamber of Conl- 
merce meeting Monday morn¬ 
ing Gordon Baker Llo yd;

“The whole thing took a 
total of three minutes. I could 
have kissed it all good-bye in 
that, time,” Coleman Jones 
^sUo^wing his close scrape 
with ^ath • last Wednesday 
when a loaded gun pointed at 
his head failed to fire in the 
middle of an armed robbery 
at his liquor store across from 
the Sierra Madre Police 
Department. 

Jones extended his “heart¬ 
felt thanks” to all his friends 
who contacted him following 
the near miss and said, 
“It’s good to be alive.” 

Both suspects, Paul Schu¬ 
ster, 36, and Glen Alexander, 
23, both of Pasadena, have 
been charged with attempted 
murder and robbery, and are 
being held in county jail 
on $25,000 bail. 

Jones tells the story like 
this: two men he didn’t re¬ 
cognize as being local came 
into the business last Wednes¬ 
day about 3:30 p.m. and 
started arguing about who 
was going to pay for their 
purchase. 

Suddenly one of them 


pulled a gun and announced 
that this “was a robbery.” 
One customer in the rear of 
the store ran out the back 
door and summoned police, 
and once the fight started be¬ 
tween Jones and one of the 
men, the other customer 
dashed out the front door' 
and to the police department 
across the street south. 

Jones explained that once 
the robbery intent was an¬ 
nounced, Alexander, later 
identified as a suspect, 
walked around the ice freezer 
with the drawn gun. Coleman 
knelt at the cash register and 
the suspect pulled the trigger. 

Jones saw the hammer of 
the gun rise and fall, and heard 
the click. When nothing 
happened he assumed the 
gun was not loaded. A mo¬ 
ment later he saw there was a 
bullet in the gun and realizec 
that if an attempt on his lift 
was made once, it might 
happen again. 

Jones jumped the suspect 
and said his action had noth- 
sing to do with being brave.

The Sierra Madre City 
Council was on the receiving 
end of some biting words of 
criticism from one member 
of the council’s cable TV ad¬ 
visory committee Tuesday 
night. 

Committee Member James 
Haas told the council that its 
cable TV advisory committee 
“feels it has been let down 
by the council.” Said Haas, 
“We give advice. It is not 
followed.” 

Haas prefaced his remarks 
by saying he did not want to 
be disrespectful but he did 
want “to criticize.” 

In his remarks, Haas point¬ 
ed out that the council had 
heard a presentation from 
Pasadena Community Col¬ 
lege several weeks ago regard¬ 
ing possible use of a cable 
TV channel but the advi¬ 
sory committee was not in¬ 
vited to attend. 

Continuing, Haas noted 
that two weeks ago the coun¬ 
cil had instructed the city ad¬ 
ministrator to forward a let¬ 
ter received from Telepromp¬ 
ter to City Attorney Charles 
Martin. But at a meeting 
originally scheduled for last 
Monday evening between 
Martin, members of the com¬ 
mittee and representatives of 
the cable TV company, Mar¬ 
tin had not received the let¬ 
ter. Said Haas, “The city has 
to have some one other than 
the city administrator”, (as 
the one responsible for liai¬ 
son with Teleprompter). 

Haas admonished council 
members saying, “We still 
feel the council should fol¬ 
low the recommendations in 
our final report.” 

James Ryder, chairman of 
the cable advisory commit¬ 
tee also reported to the coun¬ 
cil on a ’■’non-meeting” with 
representatives of Telepromp¬ 
ter on Monday.

Neighbors 
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Retired Doctor Peterson 
Receives MedicaiAward 



Dr. and Mrs. Peterson 


A retired Sierra Madre 
doctor who practiced in the 
community for 47 years, re¬ 
cently received a certificate 
for a quarter century of 
membership and service in 
the American Academy of 
Family Physicians, the na¬ 
tion’s largest medical specialty 
organization. 

Dr. Mervin H. A. Peterson, 
who in 1939 built the build¬ 
ing where Drs. Burlison and 
Reeves now practice, guesses 
he’s delivered at least 1000 
babies, many of them Sierra 
Madrens. 

Although family practice 
is one of medicine’s newest 
primary care specialties that 
focuses on comprehensive 
and continuing health care 
for each patient. Dr. Peter¬ 


son says, “Medicine has be¬ 
come so complicated that the 
family doctor has to limit 
himself and get help from the 
specialists these days.’’ 

Peterson describes himself 
as “just an ordinary poor 
boy from Pasadena who had 
an opportunity to attend a 
good school,’’ referring to 
Loma Linda University from 
where he graduated in 1930 
at the age of 25. 

He received his state license 
that year and interned at 
Pasadena Hospital which is 
now Huntington Memorial 
Hospital. 

In 1923 he graduated from 
the 7th Day Adventist Aca¬ 
demy in Glendale, and out 
of a class of 20, six be¬ 
came doctors, five males arid 


one female. 

Still on the honorary staff 
of St. Luke Hospital, Peter¬ 
son had a patient there the 
first week they opened, Octo¬ 
ber, 1933, and was active on 
the staff until his retirement. 
He attends weekly post-grad¬ 
uate lectures there to keep 
up his license even though he 
doesn’t practice or treat pa¬ 
tients, he explains. 

He moved to Sierra Madre 
Nov. 1, 1930 and actually 
retired July 1, 1970 when he 
sold his practice and worked 
at St. Luke’s emergency sec¬ 
tion part - time for seven 
years. 

The family doctor was a 
Kiwanis member for 25 years, 
serving as president in 1936; 
however, his practice became 
too heavy for him to remain 
in the club. 

He also volunteered for 
three years in WWII as an 
Army major serving as trans¬ 
port surgeon. 

Why did he settle in Sier¬ 
ra Madre? Because he took 
over the practice of Dr. L. L. 
Krebs who had a stroke at 
age 56 and needed someone 
to take over. The timing was 
right, he explains. 

Peterson was a member of 
the American Medical As¬ 
sociation and L.A. County 
Medical Society. He also 
passed the National Board of 
Medical Examiners after re¬ 
ceiving botli his BA in science 
and medicine and his M.D. 
degree. 

They have twins, Robert 
M. Peterson who is a lawyer 
in Pasadena, and a daughter, 
Marian Mawery, who is mar¬ 
ried to a dentist practicing in 
RecfiOtids.' "

“It was my only chance.” 

Jones and the suspect 
wrestled with the gun and 
in the process Jones was bit¬ 
ten on the right hand.

Particularly those 
in which you receive a plat¬ 
inum watch with the name of 
a King etched upon its face. 

It happened to Belita Wil¬ 
liam who was in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre last week to talk at Faith 
Lutheran Church. 

Representatives of King 
Khaled of Saudi Arabia in¬ 
vited her to a ceremonial 
dinner to present her with the 
watch after she had painted 
the King’s portrait. The por¬ 
trait now rests in his palace 
in Riyadh. 

The story straight out of 
“Arabian Nights” started 
two years ago when, as a pro¬ 
fessional artist, Belita Wil¬ 
liam found in the 67-year-old 
monarch’s face the typical 
strong features usually as¬ 
sociated with royalty. From 
magazines and newspapers 
she worked the composition 
into an oil painting 30 x 40 
inches. 

When Tony Johs, chief 
architect for Parsons, first 
saw the picture, he remarked 
that it should be a part of 
the Yanbu dedication cere¬ 
mony when the King would 
inaugurate the new Industrial 
City then being built by Par¬ 
sons. 

Tony William, Belita’s 
husband, also worked for 
Parsons Engineering which 
has headquarters in Pasa¬ 
dena. 

And on Nov. 17, 1979 the 
king and the entire Saudi Ara¬ 
bian government came for 
the dedication. 

Belita personally presented 
the painting to King Khaled. 
The King was astounded that 
a Western Woman would 
paint his likeness. He whisked 
it off on his 707 plane to his 
palace. 

The evening of that meet¬ 
ing, the King was inerviewed 
by a local TV station, and 
when he described the artist 
as “a girlwho says she works 
for World Commission and 
lives in Yanbu,” the King 
and the interviewer laughed, 
probably, say the Willaims, 
because no woman works 
for the World Commission 
and no white woman lives in 
Yanbu ... or so they thought. 
Yanbu is very primitive and 
the native women are heavily 
veiled. 

Three months later. Sheikh 
Hisham Nazer, minister of 
planning and vice-chairman 
for the Royal Commission, ar¬ 
rived and invited Belita to be 
guest on honor at a special 
banquet.

business so they can spend more time at home. 

He has devised magic, written about magic, 
manufactured and demonstrated magic. Recently 
he has confined his activities to “magically 
promoting products at industrial shows” under his 
company, Magical Promotions. 

His book, “Magicomedy,” is of interest mostly 
to those in the business since it features the how-tos 
of many actual acts. It’s fine reading if you know a 
little about magic but if you don’t, the reader is 
quickly lost in the secrets of the trade. 

Even before their marriage, Tina thought, “I want 
to start a business with him,” and they have. Four 
years ago when he decided to write his book, they 
decided to publish it themselves. Not only do they 
set the type on a computer, they also edit and 
lay out their books before sending them to printers 
on the east coast. They also have a mail order 
business for the books they have published. 

Sometime ago they met Eric Lewis, a 60-year 
veteran of magic who has written and illustrated 
two books with the third on its way. Lewis was 
named “Magician of the Year” twice and has written 
J3 other books many years ago. The Caveneys 
are now his publisher.

Imagine hearing the crack 
of the bat, feeling the base¬ 
ball tick off your ear, then 
seeing it land deep in center 
field, a fly ball all the way. 

As head batting warm-up 
for the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
that’s the closest Mike Mc¬ 
Dermott, a three-year resi¬ 
dent of Sierra Madre, ever 
came to collecting work¬ 
man’s compensation. 

Mike is the head of five 
pitchers who are responsible 
for warming up the Dodger 
offense. For 15 minutes be¬ 
fore each game, with or with¬ 
out a sore arm, he pitches to 
Mike Scloscia, Pedro Guer¬ 
rero, Ken Landreaux and 
Dusty Baker. 

Unless those players ask 
for a different pitch, Mike 
always throws fastballs and 
considering he throws almost 
200 fastballs a night (that’s 
more than in the average 
game), sometimes 14 nights 
in a row, concentration and 
control are a must. 

Obviously, it’s no good to 
strafe players with fastballs 
and knock them out before 
the game. To Mike’s credit 
he hit only one player in 12 
years. After 15 minutes of 
pitching Mike is finished for 
the day. But if he feels his 
arm won’t fall off, he helps 
in the bull pen, warming up 
players, psyching them up, 
and watching to see how well 
his guys hit. 

His career started in Al¬ 
hambra in a Little League 
when he made the All-Stars 
and threw one no-hitter. He 
still has the autographed 
game-ball. He played Pony 
and Colt leagues and Varsity 
during his junior and senior 
years at A.H.S. 

After high school he played 
at PCC where he made All- 
Western Conference, and 
later, at Cal State LA, he 
was named “Fireman of the 
Year.”
